What, exactly, are those "EPA Mileage 
igures" we hear so much about on 
elevision? Are new cars required to get 
he mileage quoted by the EPA? 


No. Those figures are the gas mileage 


;ach model of car got using scientific 
esting procedures developed by the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 


There are actually three EPA mileage 


'igres, one for city conditions, another for 
highway conditions and a third derived by 
:ombining those two. Most car ads quote 
he highway figure, which is usually the 
best mileage rating. 


"EPA's primary reason for conducting 


auto tests," Russell E. Train, ad- 
ministrator of that agency said, "Is to 
nake sure that the pollutants put into our 
air by automotive exhausts do not exceed 
Federal Standards." 


The mileage ratings are a by-product of 


iuch tests, he said, rather than the 
Drimary purpose. 


Train warned, however, that you should 


not expect to get the exact mileage listed 
because you will not be driving under the 
laboratory conditions used to evaluate 
each car. Those conditions are used, he 
said, to insure that each car would be 
tested under the same conditions. And, 
while the tests are calibrated to ap- 
proximate city driving, rural driving, 
starts, stops, and different speeds, they 
cannot approximate exactly your driving 
habits. 


So, while auto manufacturers use the 


figures to help sell their cars, Train said 
you should remember that vehicle weight 
and engine size are the most important 
factors with regard to gas mileage. 
Generally speaking, he said, a 5,000 pound 
car requires twice the gas that a 2,500 
pound car consumes. 


Also, automatic transmissions usually 


reduce gas mileage when compared with 
manual transmissions, an air conditioner 
reduces your mileage by 10 per cent as an 
average, and rapid acceleration can cost 
you 15 per cent more gas than a moderate 
start. 


Is the tax I pay as a part of my utility bill 


deductible on my federal income taxes? 
And what about profits I make off stocks. 
If I didn't withdraw the money, but left it 
in my account to cover some earlier losses, 
will I have to pay tax on the profit anyway? 


Generally, the Internal Revenue Service 


says, utility taxes are not deductible 
unless they are imposed at the same rate 
as the general sales tax and are considered 
part of the general sales tax. 


And, the IRS says, you will have to pay 


taxes on the profits of your stock in- 
vestments, even though you used the 
money to cover other losses. Profits are 
taxable in the year received, the IRS 
explained, whether or not you withdraw 
them from the account. 


The fact that you used them to offset 


losses does not eliminate your tax liability. 


I bought several tickets to a concert 


performed for the benefit of charity. Are 
the cost of these tickets deductible as a 
charitable contribution? How about the 
tickets I bought but didn't use? 


The payments for admission or par- 


ticipation in any benefit performance, 
banquet, charity ball, or other such func- 
tion for a qualified organization are 
deductible only to the extent they exceed 
the fair market value of the performance 
or other priviledge, the Internal Revenue 
Service said.

The example they gave was if the con- 


cert would normally cost $10, but the 
benefit cost $20, then you may claim the 
difference, or $10, as a charitable con- 
tribution. You must, if you do so, show that 
the payment is indeed above that fair 
market value. 


You may not deduct for tickets pur- 


chased but not used-the IRS says that 
whether you use the tickets or not has no 
bearing on the amount you may deduct. 


I was told that it is possible now for a 


public school teacher in Corsicana to earn 
more than the faculty at Navarro College, 
even with the recent raise they got. Is that 
correct? 


Only in a few certain cases. Degree 


teachers with more than 12 years ex- 
perience generally earn more annually in 
the Corsicana Independent School District 
than they would at Navarro College, but as 
a rule salaries and benefits at NC are 
better than those offered by public schools 
in Texas. 


A bachelor's degree teacher with eight 


years experience, for example, would 
start out earning $10,800 for nine-months 
work at Navarro. The same teacher at 
CISD would earn $10,950, but for a 10- 
month contract. That breaks down to 
$1,200 a month for the NC faculty member, 
while the CISD teacher would earn $1,095 a 
month. 


With 12 years experience, a beginning 


faculty member with a bachelor's degree 
at NC would earn $11,000, while CISD 
would pay $11,810. That breaks down to 
$1,181 a month in public schools and $1,100 
a month at the college because of the 
difference in contract periods. 


Teachers holding a master's degree, 


however, will always earn more at NC 
than they will with public schools based on 
the current pay scales of both institutions. 
A master's degree teacher with 15 years or 
more experience would be paid $12,280 for 
10 months, while the same teacher at NC 
would earn $11,500 for nine months, or 
$1,277 a month compared to $1,228 a month 
for CISD faculty. 


In addition, NC faculty can receive up to 


$200 a year for professional development 
travel to allow them to attend seminars 
and other job-related meetings. They 
receive paid insurance, are eligible for 
incentive bonuses, and receive extra pay 
for any additional courses they teach, such 
as night school and summer sessions.

Nicholson 
repeatedly said 


that, as juvenile judge, he 
cannot condemn the juvenile 
laws he operates under. But, he 
noted 
that 
under 
current 


statutes 
Navarro 
Countians 


could end up paying the "full 
bill" for juvenile problems from 
each of the state's 253 other 
counties. 


The problem, as Nicholson 


described it Monday, centers on 
the Corsicana State Home, 
operated by the Texas Youth 
Council 
and 
concerns 
the 


original jurisdiction rights of 
courts. 


Nicholson, when prodded by 


Commissioner Billy Hargrove, 
conceded that, with the closing 
of Gatesville and other juvenile 
correctional homes, the Cor- 
sicana facility has been the 
receptacle of some "really bad, 
bad 'acters'." 


"OUR 
STATE HOME, in the 


past," Nicholson said, "was a 
good stable place for kids that 
needed help." But, he said, the 
recent influx of delinquents has 
created problems for law en- 
forcers, 
the 
Home, 
other 


students at the facility and 
could explode his juvenile court 
docket 
completely 
out 
of 


proportion to the local problem. 


The 
jurisdiction 
problem 


arises 
when 
State 
Home 


juveniles are brought before the 


county's juvenile court. When 
an infraction occurs in this 
county, Nicholson explained, 
his court has jurisdiction. But 
many 
of the 
State Home 


students have previous records 
in their home counties and the 
case can be transferred back to 
the other counties. 


However, 
the 
judge 
ex- 


plained, these other counties do 
not have to accept their claim to 
original 
jurisdiction. 
This 


means the jurisdiction lies with 
Nicholson's Navarro County 
Juvenile Court, at the expense 
of Navarro Countians. 


In fact, Nicholson told the 


commissioners that one judge 
had just recently refused to 
accept jurisdiction on some 
juveniles, saying he was "tired 
of those kids" and threatening 
to "arrest anyone who brings 
them over." 


Sheriff Jerry Shelton con- 


curred 
with 
Nicholson's 


assessment of the problem, and 
added that having up to seven 
juveniles 
in 
the 
two-room 


juveniles detention center at the 
county 
jail 
also 
creates 


problems. 


ECHOING 
NICHOLSON'S 


phrasing of the "really bad 
'acters'" who have been turning 
up at the State Home, Shelton 
said that his department has 
handled more cases involving 
State Home youths in the last 
six months "than in the rest of 
the time I've been here." 


Both Nicholson and Shelton 


absolved the State Home of 
responsibility for the current 
problem, Nicholson saying the 
Texas Youth Council, State 
Home and local officials are all 
complying with the law as it 
now reads. 


And while saying he "will not 


be quoted... cannot be quoted as 
condemning 
the 
law> 


Nicholson twice referred to the 
present 
statute 
as 
being 


"defective," 
calling present 


operations "an 
exercise in 


futility." 


He explained that even when 


his court takes the cases of the 
out-of-county juveniles, the only 
disposition is through the Texas 
Youth Council which can just 
bring the juveniles back to the 
State Home. 


Nicholson suggested the court 


authorize someone to go to 
Austin to try to work out a 
compromise with state officials 
until a more permanent solution 
to the problem could be arrived 
at, volunteering to go himself if 
the county would pay his ex- 
penses.

COUNTY JUDGE Rob Dunn 


said he would check 
with 


Juvenile Administrator Jere 
Daniels and District Attorney 
Pat Batchelor to see what 
course of action they recom- 
mend. 


In a related matter, the court 


voted to get monthly reports 
from the juvenile office in order 
to gauge that office's activities.

State Home's Anderson 
doesn't see any 6bad kids'

Corsicana 
State 
Home 


Superintendent Jack Anderson 
agrees that there are some 
problems in the State's present 
juvenile system, but his main 
concern presently is the attitude 
of Corsicanans toward students 
living at the Home. 


Anderson said this morning 


that he shares District Judge 
Don Nicholson's concern about 
the new juvenile legislation the 
state is operating under, but 
that the Texas Youth Council is 
currently devising programs to 
fill in the gaps in the new law. 


According to Anderson, the 


juvenile code gave authority 
over 
juveniles 
needing 


supervision to the Texas Youth 
Council but did not make any 
specific provisions for the TYC 
to implement. 


"WE'RE DURING AN in- 


terim period," Anderson said, 
adding that, at this time, 
"There's going to be some 
needs not being met." 


"I'd 
be 
more 
anxious," 


Anderson said, "if within the 
next two or three months more 
realistic programs are not 
implemented." 


Though 
none 
of 
these 


proposed programs have been 
unveiled yet, Anderson said that 
the TYC deals with a variety of 
youngsters with differing needs. 


"Some 
youngsters 
would 


benefit more through com- 
munity placement, 
such as 


foster homes," Anderson said. 
"Others, 
through an 
open 


children's home like we've 
always had here. 


Anderson added that "Others 


need a more structured en- 
vironment where they would be 
confined to the campus. 


But Anderson, who is "real 


protective 
of 
those 
kids," 


quickly pointed out that "There 
are no delinquent offenders at 
the State Home." He said that 
State 
Home 
children 
are 


"status offenders, in need of 
supervision." 


HE AGREED PARTIALLY 


with Sheriff Jerry Shelton's 
assessment that State Home 


juveniles 
have 
been 
more 


trouble 
to 
local 
law 
en- 


forcement agencies during the 
past six months. 


Shelton told County Com- 


missioners Monday that his 
department has had more-cases 
involving juveniles from the 
State Home in the last six 
months than in all the previous 
time I've been here." 


Anderson said this morning 


that there have been "more 
runaways and more disruptive 
behavior" during this period, 
but that there have been "only 
two youngsters in the court." 


Anderson 
said 
that 
the 


disruptive influence at the State 
Home involved only about 10 
per cent of the 140-150 juveniles 
housed there 
and he em- 


phatically 
disagreed 
with 


Nicholson's assessment that 
"these (bad) kids are about to 
take over and with Shelton's 
contention that "the good kids 
are just getting washed under 
by the bad." 


In fact, Anderson said "I 


don't see these kids as bad kids, 
just completely irresponsible, 


with no goals." 


It is his hope that the 


programs forthcoming from the 
TYC will provide the impetus to 
direct these youngsters so that 
they can "stand on their own 
merit" as have so many State 
Home exes in the past. 


UNTIL 
THAT 
TIME, 


however, Anderson is hoping 
that "the community will close 
ranks and do the job" necessary 
to ride out the current tran- 
sition. 


"The State Home has been 


here since 1887," Anderson said, 
"and 
it's 
undergone some 


critical times. But the com- 
munity has always responded 
with help when needed." 


Specifically, 
Anderson 
is 


hoping that present problems 
will 
not 
result 
in 
a 


"psychological change in this 
particular community," which 
would jeopardize the 
open 


campus tradition of the State 
Home and "deny responsible 
youngsters the right to go into 
the community." 


Outlook favorable for Rice school bonds

RICE — Despite the certainty 


of highly increased taxes, 
backers say the visible trends 
appear to be in favor of passage 
of the $250,000 Rice school bond 
election set for this Saturday. 


Information hearings held 


this week in both Rice and 
Chatfield 
drew 
crowds of 


around 40 citizens each, with 
virtually 
no 
opposition 


displayed, according to Rice 
School Supt. Carl Cope. 


"We're very encouraged," 


Cope said. "Outwardly, there 
seems to be no opposition and 
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there certainly hasn't been any 
vocal opposition at any of the 
hearings," he said. 


The bond election calls for the 


construction of a new school, to 
house 
kindergarten 
through 


eighth grade students. The 
building will be located ad- 
jacent to the current building in 
use, and the old building will be 
torn down. 


Several community leaders 


contacted by the Sun said they 
were in favor of the issue. Rice 
Mayor Ron Cavender said he is 
supporting 
passage 
of 
the 


bonds, "because consolidation 
is not advantageous to anyone," 
he said. 


According to state law, if the 


bond issue fails, 
the Rice 


Common School District will be 
forced to consolidate with an 
adjoining 
district — either 


Corsicana, Ennis or Blooming 
Grove. 


Cavender said as far as he 


knew, all members of the Rice 
City Council were in favor of the 
school's construction. "If we 
consolidate, then all of our 
students will have to be bused to 
school. And I can't see how 


anyone could favor that," he 
said. 


LIKEWISE, 
CITY 
council 


member Grady McCall said he 
was supporting the passage of 
the election. "If we lose our 
school, we lose our town, 
eventually," McCall said. "And 
we re just now getting things in 
pretty good shape. Also the new 
school will serve as a drawing 
card for new families con- 
sidering moving to Rice," he 
said. 


McCall said he also thought a 


defeat of the election would 
mean the loss of the $100,000 the 
district now owes for con- 
struction of the new gym, which 
was built three years ago. "We 
just threw that money in the fire 
if we don't continue now," he 
said. McCall was a member of 
the school's board of 'trustees 
when that gym was built. 


The Daily Sun did locate at 


least one person who was 
willing to admit his opposition 
to the measure. Sid Schutte, an 
•ad valorem tax consultant in 
Dallas, owns property within 
the district and plans to move to 


Rice 
in 
the 
near 
future. 


"Everyone is supporting this 
election because they aren't 
aware of what will happen," 
Schutte said. 


SCHUTTE POINTED out that 


despite the fact that most 
people in the district think taxes 
would be higher if they con- 
solidate, the opposite is true. 
For $1,000 of evaluated property 
in the Corsicana, Ennis' and 
Blooming 
Grove 
school 


districts, tax payers would pay 
$11, 
$7.90, and $7.29, respec- 


tively. Under the current tax 
rate in use in Rice, those tax 
payers are now paying only 
$6.25, but if the bond election 
passes that figure will jump to 
$20. 


Each of those independent 


school districts appraises its 
own property, while Rice is 
now, 
and would still be ap- 


praised by the county. 


Another aspect that concerns 


Schutte is the amendment 
which allows people receiving 
50 per cent or more of his in- 
come from farming or ranching 
to have his property appraised 


at its production value, rather 
than its market value. This and 
the fact that tax payers over 65 
years old can in some cases 
receive exemptions. 


"After the Corsicana School 


District raised its values and 
taxes in 1975 it lost about $16 
million in tax value from its tax 
rolls because of the amendment 
and the 65 and older exemp- 
tion," Schutte said. "And this 
same thing could cause serious 
problems in Rice," he said. 


A CHECK WITH Corsicana 


School's Tax Collector George 
Caperton 
showed that 
the 


district did in fact lose $16 
million from its tax rolls for 
these two reasons. 


"If this happens in Rice, the 


district will be hard-pressed to 
meet 
its 
obligations, 
hire 


qualified teachers and provide 
upkeep on the new building," 
Schutte said. 


Polls for the election will be in 


the Rice School, and will be 
open from 7 a.m. until 7 p.m. 
Saturday. 


French mail 


moves faster, 


costs more 


PARIS (AP) - Mail is deliv- 


ered twice a day — and some- 
times three times a day — in 
French urban centers, and up 
to 85 per cent of first class mail 
reaches its destination the next 
morning. 


But Frenchmen pay more to 


send a letter than Americans 
do — even with the new 13-cent 
stamp in the United States. 
There are other factors that 
differ from the U.S. Postal 
Service and one is that dis- 
tances are shorter in France, 
which is about the size of 
Texas. 


"If an industrialized nation 


wants a good postal service, it 
must pay for it," says Pierre 
Goursolas, director of French 
postal services. "We do, the 
U.S. public doesn't. That's the 
difference."When I was in the 
United States last May they 


were agonizing over raising the 
stamp price to 13 cents. Here, 
and in Britain and West Ger- 
many it's similar, we pay the 
equivalent of 18 cents for a let- 
ter." 


U.S. 
Postmaster 
General 


Benjamin F. Bailar told a con- 
gressional 
subcommittee 
in 


Washington last month that the 
cost of a first class letter could 
go up to 23 cents by 1980 if 
American rates of inflation and 
other factors continue. 


His 
French 
counterpart, 


Goursolas, said that the mo- 
ment — "but not for much 
longer" — the French mail 
service is roughly breaking 
even at the rate of 18 cents for 
a first class stamp. Before the 
recent increase to 13 cents, the 
U.S. Postal Service was losing 
$7 million a day. The service 
now estimates, however, that 


the new rate will yield roughly 
$6.7 million a day in added rev- 
enue. 


Goursolas was quick, how- 


ever, to stress that given Amer- 
ican problems "it is a constant 
amazement to me how well the 
U.S. service works." 


"The distances are up to six 


times those in France, and 
even more importantly, the 
U.S. mail handles eight times 
as many items as we do, and 
has to service much larger ur- 
ban centers — and all these 
factors increase the problems 
by far more than just simple 
multiplication," he said. 


The French postal service 


employs around 200,000 people, 
80,000 of them mail carriers. 
The U.S. Service has only 700,- 
000, 250,000 of them carriers. 
This is a much more economic- 
al ratio, despite the relative 


high pay in the United States, 
Goursolas said. 


Productivity is measurably 


higher in the U.S. service, be- 
cause "Americans work harder 
than Frenchmen," he added. 
But direct comparisons are dif- 
ficult, Goursolas noted, because 
France 
continues individual 


doorstep 
letter 
deliveries. 


French post offices also are 
generally bigger than their U.S. 
equivalents and handle many 
extra jobs, such as a post office 
banking service, bond sales and 
services for entirely different 
administrative branches which 
need the post office network to 
get to the people. 


The French postal air serv- 


ice, established after World 
War I, is a vital factor in the 
delivery efficiency, the director 
said. Flying overnight with a 
"mail must get through" atti- 


tude, it handles some 80 million 
pounds of first class mail a 
year, out of a total of all mail 
of some 1.3 billion pounds. 


France's still-efficient rail- 


road service handles a majority 
of the rest of long-distance 
mail, an important factor in the 
quality 
of distribution, 
but 


Goursolas said the time factor 
made the air service increas- 
ingly important even over rela- 
tively short distances if next- 
morning delivery was to be 
kept up. 


The U.S. Postal Service han- 


dles 12.5 billion pounds of mail 
a year. Of this about 2 billion 
pounds is first class and about 
a quarter of that moves by air. 
Virtually no first-class mail 
moves by train in the United 
States. Much of what goes by 
rail comes from the 9 billion 
pounds of bulk mail such as 


newspapers, "junk" mail and 
parcel post. 


Goursolas says he disagrees 


with "the general belief even in 
very senior government circles, 
that 'junk' mail clogs up the 
system." 


"It is only ten per cent of the 


volume and, on the contrary, it 
is valuable in spreading out the 
work load. Private and busi- 
ness mail is normally handled 
overnight, 'junk" mail during 
the day. It is excellent off-peak 
traffic, as proved by the fact 
that we only deliver half of it in 
the three days after mailing." 


But even the government did 


not believe it and last Septem- 
ber "we were ordered to double 
the price of 'junk' mail last 
year." The howl from business 
was such that the increase in 
fact is being spread out over 
more than 12 months.

Comic book czar complains people don't take them seriously enough

LOS ANGELES (AP) - An- 


tman is fuming. Not far away, 
Loki, God of Evil, is about to 
destroy an entire city and still 
he waits in his rocket car for 
the Wasp, his girlfriend. 


"I don't know why you have 


to powder your nose every time 
we have a mission," Antman 
snaps as they finally speed 
away to defeat Loki. 


In case you haven't guessed, 


Antman, Loki and the Wasp are 
comic book characters, part of 
a stable belonging to Marvel 
Comics, the world's largest 
seller of comic books. 


Comic books are big busi- 


ness. More than 200 million are 
sold in the United States each 
year at prices ranging from 25 
cents for a single issue to $1.50 
for multi-story editions. Comic 
book conventions attract thou- 
sands of collectors each year, 
and first editions of some com- 
ics sell for thousands of dollars. 


Marvel publisher Stan Lee, 


whose Spiderman character has 
overtaken Superman as the big- 
gest selling superhero, says the 
human qualities of his prota- 
gonists endear them to readers. 
Lee, who started in comics in 
1939, cites Spiderman as an ex- 
ample: 


"People can relate to him be- 


cause he's so human. He means 


well but things go wrong. He's 
fighting a villain and his cos- 
tume tears. He once was on the 
Ed Sullivan show and made a 
thousand dollars performing, 
but then realized he couldn't 
cash the check because he 
didn't have an account in the 
name 
of 
Spiderman 
and 


couldn't reveal his true identi- 
ty." 


Lee has written two books 


chronicling the increasing popu- 
larity of comic books, "Origins 
of Marvel Comics" and, of 
course, "Son of Origins of Mar- 
vel Comics." In them he ex- 
plains such things as how he 
came up with the name "Thor, 
God of Thunder." 


"It was short, easy to re- 


member, and if you lisped no- 
body would know," Lee quipped 
in an interview. 


Lee said the comic book 


craze began in 1961, when he 
was turning out such classics 
as 'Xom, the Creature Who 
Swallowed the Earth" and 
"Thomgorr, 
the 
Anti-Social 


Alien." Lee created a squad of 
superheros called "The Fantas- 
tic Four" 
and sales 
sky- 


rocketed. 


"The Fantastic Four herald- 


ed a new style of costumed su- 
perheroes — heroes plagued 
with the problems that torment 
us all: money worries, roman- 
tic hangups, feelings of in- 


adequacy, jealousy, vanity and 
fear," said Lee. 


Today, Marvel sells more 


than 75 million comics annual- 
ly, with the antics of Spider- 
man, The Fantastic Four and 
Thor reprinted in 30 languages. 
Next is D.C. comics, with sales 
of about 45 million, much of it 
from Superman, and Archie 
Comics, purveyors of Archie, 
Jughead and other perennial 
adolescents. 


Marvel licenses the use of 


their copyrighted characters to 
firms making T-shirts, toys, 
games, puzzles, soap and vita- 
mins. The company, a division 
of New Jersey conglomerate 
Cadence Industries, is also pro- 


ducing a full-length movie on 
Spiderman. 


Marvel has a permanent staff 


of about 40 people in its New 
York office, but uses scores of 
freelancers to turn out its 80 
different characters. A single 
comic book takes about a 
month to complete, Lee said. 
An Illinois printing company 
produces virtually all of the 
comic industry's output. 


Despite 
Marvel's 
success, 


Lee complains that people don't 
take comic books as seriously 
as they should. 


"A comic can be a great ar- 


tistic creation," he said. "The 
comic book is one of the great, 
unexplored mediums in the 


world." 


Lee claims comics can help 


problem readers because the 
artwork keeps them interested 
and aids them in understanding 
the text. 


The 52-year-old publisher also 


dismisses complaints about vio- 
lence in comic books. 


"Violence is a 
subjective 


thing," he said. "Who would 
want to read about a terrible 
old lady who takes children and 
burns them in an oven? But 
that's the plot of Hansel and 
Gretel. We turn away from vio- 
lence in our books." 


In fact, Marvel is coming out 


with its own line of comic book 
classics, with "20,000 Leagues 


Under the Sea" and "The Hun- 
chback of Notre Dame among 
the first titles. 
thfi 
Thirty-seven years in £ 


comic book business hasten 
Lee with a few personal prefer 
ences regarding his creations. 


•One of my many pet peeves 


has always been the young, 
teen-aged sidekick of the aver 
age superhero," he said. « 
yours truly was a superhero, 
there's no way I'd pal around 
with some freckle-faced teen- 
ager. At the very least, people 
would begin to talk.'

Schlesinger gives Reagan 


short course on defense 


WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 


mer 
Secretary 
of Defense 


James R. Schlesinger has given 
Ronald Reagan a short course 
in defense policy, but sources 
say he has no intention of back- 
ing Reagan against President 
Ford for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination. 


Sources close to Schlesinger, 


who was fired by Ford more 
than two months ago, said he 
recently flew to x California at 
Reagan's 
invitation and is 


available to discuss defense is- 
sues with any and all presiden- 
tial hopefuls, Republican or 
Democratic. 


So far as is known, no other 


candidate has issued any sim- 
ilar invitation to Schlesinger. 


However, Schlesinger 
long 


has held views close to those of 
Sen. Henry M, Jackson, D- 
Wash., and 
there 
are 
in- 


dications they have been in 
contact since Schlesinger was 
ousted from the Ford cabinet. 


Jackson is seeking the Demo- 


cratic presidential nomination. 


Schlesinger was wounded by 


his abrupt dismissal but has re- 
frained from any personal criti- 
cism of Ford in public. At the 
same time, he has made it 
clear on the record that he 
fears Ford may cut the defense 
budget too deeply for the na- 
tional good. 


Schlesinger has told visitors 


he would resist any effort to 
dentify him with any particular 
political faction or party and 
feels he can be most effective 
in promoting his views on de- 
fense and foreign policy if he 
remains outside partisanship. 


Regardless 
of 
any dis- 


claimers, it appears Schlesi- 
nger risked identification with 
Reagan's anti-Ford cause when 
he accepted Reagan's invitation 
to Los Angeles in late Decem- 
ber. Such identification could 
be 
furthered 
if Reagan's 


speeches in the primary battles 
to come should parallel Schlesi- 
nger's widely known positions.

"Burglaries are down, but 


vandalism, 
felony 
and 


misdemeanor thefts are up," 
Massey said. 


"We are fixing to get a new 


system using pin maps to chart 
crime," Massey said. He ex- 
plained that using a pin for 
different types of crime and 
placing a pin in the location of a 
crime which has occurred can 
help police spot areas in which 
certain types of crime occur 
frequently. 


"It will help a man coming on 


duty to look and see what has 
been happening in his beat area 
and show him where he needs to 
patrol more carefully," Massey 
said. "It will help us to know 
where crimes occur and give us 
an idea to any criminal patterns 
which might develop," Massey 
said. 


Felony theft rose 23 per cent 


over last year, with 149 cases 
reported, compared to 121 cases 
in 1974. The percentage of cases 
cleared rose from 25 per cent in 
1974 to 30 per cent in 1975. 


Misdemeanor theft rose 16 


per cent from 136 cases in 1974 
to 158 cases in 1975, with a 30 per 
cent rate of cases cleared in 
1975, up from only 25 per cent 
cleared in 1974. 


AUTO THEFT ROSE dra- 


matically, 71 pe_r cent, from 
1974 to 1975. Fifty five vehicles 
were reported stolen in 1975 
compared to 23 reported stolen 
in 1974. The percentage of cases 
cleared went down from 91 per 
cent of cases cleared in 1974 to 
only 56 per cent of cases cleared 
in 1975. 


The Police Department pulled 


in 20 per cent more in general 
fines and meter revenues. The 
total revenue from these two 
sources was $102,423 in 1975 
compared to $85,136 in 1974. 


"We're having more traffic 


all the time. Traffic accidents 
are going to increase because of 
more traffic," Massey said. 


The 
number 
of 
traffic 


citations issued rose from 3,719 
to 4,361 and traffic accidents 
rose from 770 in 1974 to 883 in 
1975. There were 206 injuries 
reported from accidents in 1975 
compared with 144 injuries 
reported in 1974, but the number 
of fatalities from vehicle ac- 
cidents decreased from three in 
1974 to only one in 1975.

by Bryant, who in September 
instituted unsuccessful legal ac- 
tion to rescind NCAA restric- 
tions

squads, was a published report 
the SEC would bolt the organ- 
ization if realignment fails. 


"So what if we pull out?" 


Bryant was quoted by the 
Memphis Commercial Appeal

as having said earlier Tuesday 
at an SEC pre-convention meet- 
ing. 


"ABC 
wouldn't televise us," 


the newspaper quoted him as 
saying, "but NBC might come 
in, televise us and we will get 
all the money." 


"I think there are institutions 


that have the same objectives 
within the NCAA and the same 
problems," Bryant later told 
The Associated Press in more 
conciliatory tones.

of $50 per day, the same amount 
paid to the court reporter for 
County Court. 


Nicholson says the day-to-day 


arrangement is necessary to 
keep his court open. 


Auditor Bill Smith said that if
